Detectives learned that the horses and 
buggies had been sold by Thomas and 
he was arrested a week ago. At that 
time he refused to make an extended 
Statement, but said simply that he did 
not know the rigs were stolen.

Wall Street Helped Fish. 

Fish has received proxies from impor- 
tant Wall street interests who orii- 
narily would be expected to support the 
other side. These include notable fig- 
ures in the Wall street district, great 
bankers, presidents of banks, trust com- 
panies and other institutions with large 
holdings of Illinois Central. The send- 
ers are actuated, it is said, by the be- 
lief that it would tend to restore public 
confidence in securities if’ a sharp re- 
buke. were administered to Harriman. 

The reporter’ for the Post-Dispatch 
asked Lawyer Cromwell, Harriman’s 
counsel: : 

“Suppose Mr. Fish wins in this 
fight. That will postpone the final 
election until December 18 under ‘the 
Court’s order, when the right of the 
286,000 enjoined shares to vote will 
have been decided.

Mercantile National, From 
Which He Resigned, Be- 








By Leased Wire From the New York 
Hureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Foliowing the 
relentless pounding of IF. Augustus 
Heinze’s mining stock, the suspension 
of his brother's brokerage firm, the sus- 
pension of his Butte (Mont.) saving 
bank and his resignation as president of 
the Mercantile National Bank after sac- 
rifcing his holdings, the Clearing House 
Committee at a secret meeting began an 
éxamination into the affairs of the Mer- 
cantile National Bank. 

The outcome of the examination, as 
declared by a member of the committee, 
is that the bank was found perfectly sol- 
vent. The presidency of the bank has 
been offered to William B. Ridgely, 
wvmptroller of the Currency at Wash- 
ington. It is believed he will accept. 

The meeting of the Clearing House, 
called secretly that there might be no 
apprehension excited in the financial 
district, was an unusual occurrence, the 
last becasion of the kind having been in 
1903 in the financial emergency of that 
year. Toe members went into the Clear- 
ing House singly and met in the commit- 

_ tee room behind closed doors. The only 
Amember of the committee who failed to 
‘appear was James T. Woodward, presi- 
dent of the Hanover National Bank. 

The conference lasted one hour, and 
upon the highest authority it may be 
said the only subject discussed was the 
affairs of the Mercantile National Bank. 
Ways and means were consicered to 
meet any emergency that might arise 
as the result of the Heinze connection 
with the institution. 

Says Bank Is Solvent, 

This morning William A. Nash, presi- 
dent of the Corn Exchange National 
Bank, and a member of the Clearing 
House Committee, said at his home: 

‘The Mercantile National Bank is per- 
fecti, solvent and able to pay all its 
indeb'edness. I am a member of the 
committee and so far as I know there 
has been no movement to exclude the 
hank. I would «now if such a move- 
ment were on foot. It has not been 
thought of. If the bank were expelled 
ii won’d not necessarily mean that it 
would pare to close its doors, but such 
action »said be a big factor toward 
forcing It to close,”’ 

In no direction that he might look 
could F. Augustus Heinze see any sig- 
nals of sympathy or aid in Wall street. 
He has been a merciless fighter all his 
life, and he is in a land without mercy. 
He has been caught, as many others 
have been caught; his loans have been 
called and his stock has been ham- 
mered; but he has this advantage—his 
resources are. creat and he can stand 
hard chastisement.

F. Augustus Heinze, Charles W. Morse 
and E. R, Thomas, when United Copper 
Was at its low figure, purchased jcinils 
Under a “gentlemon’s agreement’ a lit- 
tle more than 17,000 shares of common. 
They held this through the high figure 
with the understanding that it should be 
held, 

Standard O11 or some other interest 
made a raid on United Copper and it 
began to give way. When F. Augus 
tus Heinze prepared te support the stock 
quietiy he was startled to learn that 
the 17,000 shares had been thrown on the 

market. Immediately he stopped the 
transfer. Who sold the stock was not

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TRACTION CONFESSES ITS SINS. 

Having seen a great light, John I. Beggs of St. 
Louis proceeded solemnly to tell his brethren of 
the American Street Railroad Association, in 
session at Atlantic City, all about it. 

In brief Mr. Beggs’ discovery is that traction 
companies in the important cities are threatened 
with ruin at the hands of politicians and dema- 
gogues, who hope thereby to gain favor with 
the people, and that the only remedy is public 
education and a disposition on the part of the 
corporations to take the people into their confi- 
dence. 

If this policy had obtained in America from the 
first the entire history of street railway enter- 
prises in this country would have been written 
differently. 

In the main, as that history now stands, it is 
a shameful record of public deception and betray- 
al, of trickery and greed, of studied attempts to 
keep the people in ignorance and of systematic 
successful efforts to detach the 
politicians from the service of the people and 
make them mere payrollers of the corporations.

2. If one of the contestants exhibits a 
tendency to land in vour vicinity, try 
to scare him up again. It is desired that 
all of the balloons go farther in this 
country than any of them went in the 
race held in Europe a year ago. If the 
balloon comes within shouting distance, 
use discretion in what you say. If the 
occupants are foreigners, tell them the 
Indians are on the warpath in the vi- 
cinity. If they are Americans, tell them 
they are about to land in a prohibition 
State. 

3. Remove all barbed-wire fences, 
hedges and other bits of landscape*like- 
ly to rip er mutilate a balloon. 

4. If a balloon descends in your ruta- 
baga patch, dv not approach it with a 
liight—cigar or otherwise. ‘The gas is 
very explosive, and the officials of the 
Aero Club of America woulda like to get 
important data from the aeronaut be- 
fore he ascends again. ' 

5. In case a contestant appears certain 
to Ught on your place—either because 
his balloon has lost its buoyancy, or be- 
cause he feels that he need not go any 
further to win the race—hustle the cof- 
fee pot on and get the women folk busy 
| with a good, warm meal. Remember 
that your visitors have been living, per- 
| haps for days, upon one banana per 
diem. 

6. Haul the palloon to the nearest sta- 
ifon yourself, and charge wnat the serv- 
ice is worth.

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COTTON MILL STRIKE. 


Gilson Gardner in the Chicago Journal. 

The first strike, as they tell me, that 
has occurred in a Southern cotton mill 
chanced to occur on tne day of my ar- 
rival in Gastonia, N. C. It lasted one 
day and resulted, as often is the case 
with strikes, In a victory for both sides. 

The trouble was over a 12-hour work- 
day in the Loray mill. The employes 
wanted that reduced by just four hours 
a week. 

After th@ walkout the company called 
a meeting of strikers and told them that 
outstanding contracts made it impos- 
sible to reduce hours. However, these 
orders would be out of the way by 
January or thereabouts, and then the 
company promised the hours would be 
lowered to about eleven a day. 

The strikers accepted this, and in the 
meantime 12 hours constitutes a day’s 
work. 

Twelve hours a day for little children 
under 12, because many of the employes 
are children. Twelve hours for little 
girls, with no place to sit down. From 
6 to 6. No school, no play, no rest or 
hope of deliverance. 

There are no unions in the Southern 
cotton mills. Consequently no rea 
strikes. And the mill hands are singu- 
larly helpless. The fact that so many 
of them are children makes them more 
so. A child of 9 or 10 cannot fight a 
mill. The Loray represents a million 
dollars invested in machinery and build- 
ings. In the grip of such an institu- 
tion a child is nothing. And the mill 
cares nothing for the child, except the 
yarn the little hands turn out.

Officials Plan Raid on Lair of 
Crooks in Mississippi 
River. 





MANY CRIMES REPORTED 


Residents of Eenbow City, 
Rockefeller’s Town, the 
Victims. 


Chief of Police Maxwell of Alton and 
Sheriff Jones of Madison County are 
planning a raid on an island a little 
north of Benbow City, the new Standard 
Oil town, from which several robberies 
have been reported. As the island lies 
on the Missouri side of the channel, the 
Illinois officials have. doubted their au- 
thority to raid it, but thev have final- 
lv ¢oncluded that as Illinois subjects 
have been ‘lured to the island and 
rebbed, they wil] takes chances and try 
to drive the ‘‘undesirable citizens” away 
from. the .place. 

It is alleged that men from Benbow 
City are lured to the island by women 
and there set upon and robbed by a 
gang which corresponds in description 
Closely to that of the Bridge street gang 
which terrorized Alton for a long time. 
This gang was' broken up by Chief Max- 
well a few. months ago, and he believes 
they have taken refuge on the island. 

Jack Ryan, one of John D. Rockefel- 
ler’s employes, is the latest victim of 
the island gang. He rowed to the island 
in a skiff with a woman, and while he 
was there he was set’upon by a gang 
and robbed of $50. He told his experi- 
ences te Ben Zeiger, a fisherman, known 
as ‘‘Willow Ben.’ Numerous other rob- 
beries are reported te have occurred on 
the island, most of which were perpe- 
trated. in the same manner. 


Only One House on Island. 
The: women who make the island a 


rendezvous appear in Benbow City on 
paydays. They lure all the men they 
can to the island, and nearly all of them 
report, on their return, that they have 
been robbed. 

There is but one. building en the 
land—a small club house owned by some 
fishermen. The gang makes its head- 
quarters in and around the building. The 
island is one and one-half miles below 
Alton. Fishermen who have visited the 
island say that the ‘squatters’ are 
dangerous men, and that they would not 
dare set foot on its shores after dark. 

The victims aye sometimes plied with 
beer and stronger drinks before they are 
robbed. Chief Maxwell and _ “Sheriff 
Jones say they will swoop down on the 
island some night with a party of dep- 
uties and capture the entire gang.
